This is a Response to the Office Action dated November 21, 2005, requiring 
Applicants . .under 35 U.S.C. 121 to elect a single disclosed species for 
prosecution on the merits to which the claims shall be restricted . . ." Applicants 
required a one month extension of time to answer the subject Office Action. 
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Accordingly, enclosed herewith are a "Petition For Extension Of Time," and a check 
for the required $60 fee. 

In response to the Office Action dated November 21 , 2005, Applicants elect 
species "c" for a matrix phase composed of a carbon material. Species "c" is 
associated with Claims 13, 14, 17. 21, 31, 34, and 36. 

Additionally, Applicants elect species "i" for a composite member of particle- 
strengthened forms, which species is associated with Claim 17. 

Note that during a telephone conversation with Examiner Mai on December
